CORRESPONDENCE 


THE PROPOSED JEWISH DISPENSARY. 


Sir,—I much dislike thrusting in my opinion when it possibly may not be 
wanted, but I think I should hardly be justitied in not raising my voice against 
the establishment of a Jewish Free Dispensary in the Whitechap: 

Many vears ago I was one of those who supported the late deeply-regretted 
Mr. Lionel L. Cohen in putting an end to the medical administration then 
varried out by the Jewish Board of Guardians. I do not think that institution 
has ever regretted that this step was taken, or that the Jewish poor have in any 
way suffered thereby. 

For some twenty vears I have been labouring hard, with several others far 
more distinguished than myself, to substitute provident for free dispensaries, 
and an excellent provident dispensary exists and flourishes in the W hitechapel 
Road, opposite the London Hospital. A large number of Jews are members 
of this, and we should do well to try and encourage many more to join it, for 
the fees are very low and the advantayes are great. 

For the absolutely destitute there exist many old established Free Dispen- 
saries in the East End, and those afforded by the Poor Law are of high order, 
and were especially established to aid this very poor class. 

I do not mention the out-patients departments of the hospitals, for these are 
already grossly overcrowded, and we should do all in our power to reduce the 
number of those who frequent them. ‘Then, we are always trying to prevent the 
Jewish poor from herding in one congested quarter, and it is unwise to plant in 
the very midst of that quarter a further attraction, 

There is, however, one point on which those who favour the establishment 
of a Jewish Dispensary have a certain degree of right. A large number of 
foreign Jews, chietly victims of Russian persecution, have settled among us, and 
these, naturally, are more or less tgnorant of the English language. For such, it 
1s desirable that there should be medical mon who speak J iidisch. At the Provi- 
dent Dispensary in the Whitechapel Road such gentlemen exist, and I have no 
doubt that the Free Dispensaries would equally provide Jiidisch-speaking prac- 
titioners on proper representation bemeg made,and on their being indemnitied for 
the extra expense.

As for, being scared into creating a new special institution which would be 
both pauperising and otherwise undesirable, by the existence of what are called 
“medical missions,” the idea seems to me to be absurd. I should be sorry to 
accuse our poorer brethrem, whether native or foreign, of so low a moral sense 
as to be willing to accept medicaments and nourishments from those whose 
known motives in providing them are rather to change their religious convictions 
than to heal their physical sufferings. It is possible that there are among us 
persons of so low a type, in the same manner as there are to be found Christians, 
who are sufficiently dishonourable to seek to entrap the poor and the unwary ba 
inviting them to accept medical aid, and taking the opportunity to rob them of 
their religious ideas and substitute their own, We must however take some 
nobler means of raising the lowest stratum of our poor than. by creating 
opposition establishments, in which we are sure to be outbid in the long run. 

Nevertheless, there are two forms of medical aids in which we .lews are very 


| deficient. Our two small, though very excellent convalescent homes, are woefully 


insuthcient for the witits of our people, and we toust try to enable the 4 ‘ommrttee 
which yovers them, to increase their number and their accommodation : and 
secondly, Since consumption is niaking such sacl mrouds amone our poor, we 
should arrange that Special Wards for Jews should be reserved for our patients 
in some of the splendid hospitals which ure devoted to the treatment ot that 
insidious disease. 

I will not, however, dwell upon either of these desiderata. as T only wish to 
record my convictions as to a special Jewish Free Dispensary being highly 
undesirable.

BARON HIRSCH S BENEFACTIONS. 

Sir,—Little did I think when I raised my warning voice against the entrust- 
ing of any of the great philanthropist’s ample funds to Russian institutions how 
strikingly stubborn facts would justify my remonstrances, 

In the well-informed Jédische Presse may be read a commun ique from 
Warsaw, dated 11th October. to the following effect :-—A few days ago otheial 
sanction was received here of the recently founded Jewish Association 
Rziemes!nik (the Artisan), the object of which is to induce an increased number 
of Jewish youths to devote themselves to handicrafts. 

The foundation of this Association, which, by the way, met with exception- 
ally serious Opposition aut the outset, is to be ascribed to it Wholesome change 
that is happily coming over the views of men of light and leading in our midst. 
At tirst widespread misconception prevailed as to the nature. and origin of the 
growing hostility to the Jews. It was looked upon as mere journalistic scribble. 
which might be demolished by means of tracts and leaders. appealing 
through the heart to the conscience. Remonstrating articles. speeches, and even 
poems, were launched at the offenders, but in vain. 

At last, the conviction gained ground thit deeply rooted economical 
conditions were at the bottom of the movement, in view of which it is of prime 
necessity to talk less and do more. Increasing numbers of Christians are being 
drawn by the strongly flowing current of the day into commercial pursuits, their 
guiding principle being: ¢fe tei que je wy mette. Under other circumstances 
this change would involve only the usual class struggles, but the Jews. exercising 
as they do a preponderating influence in commercial circles, the struegle assumes 
the guise of a rancorous, poisonous war of religion and of race, and many of 
those literary men, who are wont to fish in troubled waters, turn such an 
opportunity to account and feed the flame of passion and of hatred. To meet 
this, able leading articles are as fruitless as appeals to humanity and com- 
miseration. Energetic and persistent action are indispensable. Inspired with 
this conviction a number of men of insight in our community have initiated the 
above-named Association, the aim of which will be to facilitate for the rising 
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generation the pursuit of honorable callings. As 4 matter of course this he 
departure finds little favour in the eyes of anti-Semitic moral critics, ie 
Jews.

THE  SERVICES..ON -THE “YOMIM. NORAIM,” 
There is another instance on reeord of a minister having perpetrated 
the feat of reading the entire services of Yom Kippur, the Rev. L. Polack, 
formerly minister of Chatham, having once done so in an emergency. The Rabbis 
of the Middle. and more recent ages, have accorded their sanction to several 
instances Of alleviation of irksome customs on the assumption that a general 
weakness has come over the world, but the facts adduced by your correspondents 
seem to disprove such a waning of bodily strength. Also the fact that number- 
less Jews lay upon themselves, year after year, unasked, the task of standing all 
day long on Yom Kippur, shows that there is still strength of willand of body 
left among us. Yet these do so at their own free will, and it is. of course. 
easier to carry out the dictates of ones own heart, than do the very 
same thing when imposed by others, or as the Talmud puts it, AVYA P13 
ASW, and for many a profession:l or even amateur 
Reader it is a terrible strain to stand in the same spot for hours tegether—as 
many as three or four hours, in Russia even longer: Having heard many 
foreign Readers animadve:it* on this topic, I can vouch that while they glory 
in these feats and regard them-as a Prous sacrifice, they would. one and 
all, regard it as a small “redemption from bondage” if the services 
could be so arranged that they need not kee }) their feet rooted 
to the spot for hours together by an Ameedah that lasts so long as it does 
now. And it isnot they alone that regret this custom. The most learned and 
piously orthodox Rabbis lament that just on the most solemn days it is most 
difficult to carry out certain more or less binding injunctions and customs. e.4.. to 
follow the Reader throughout the Ameedah word for word. without interruption or 
diversion, even tv self-communion, or standing up during its recital, &c.. and if they 
force themselves to carry out such a task, they will know that it is rendered 
impossible for the congregation by the extension of the Ameedah 

Both Rabbinical authorities and Readers would be content to leave certain 
lengthy Piyutim till after the repétition of the Ameedah, also some of the 
shorter ones to be sung or chanted without hurry, and so allow the Reader that 
relief from his rigid position which the soldier so appreciates when the command 
goes forth, “ Stand at ease. 

It would no doubt be very interesting to the Northerners ; 


readers to learn how long repetition of the Amidoth. . 


especially that of 


Musaph on the solemn days, lasts according to Sephardi custom, and what_ the 
wavs of our brethren in the East and in North Africa are in this respect. Will 
correspondents kindly afford this information ? 

It would also be a worthy and timely task, as it would be important and 
interesting, for our savants to investigate and teach, how those solemn days (and 
other festivals) were spent by our forefathers in Palestine and in the Diaspora, 
in Biblical times, during the Second Temple, and subsequently before the 
Piyutim, &e., became fixed. 

As at present constituted. the service on Yom Kippur allows the conscien- 
tious and observant Jew too little time for private communion with himself, and

LOANS TO THE JEWISH POOR. 


Qn Wednesday afternoon last, 


Mr. J. M. Anseuy, one of the Honorary 
Secretaries of the 


Loan Committee of the Jewish Board.of Guardians, read 
before the Visiting Committee a Paper on “The Work of the Loan 
Committee, Past and Present.’ The Paper embodied a graphic history of 
the development of this department of the Board's work, since its establishment 
in 1800, when the late David Benjamin presented £100 to form the nucleus of a 
special Loan Fund. In its early days, the Board used to make advances of 
goods in lieu of cash. Dering the first seven-and-a-half vears, it granted loans 
amounting to £2261 to 1.767 applicants, some with, and others without, security. 
The Eleazar Loan Fund, amounting originally to £1,000, was founded m 1st. 
and this led in the following vear to theappointment of a special Sub-Committee 
to manave this department, the first Chairman of which was the late lL. A. Boss, 
At the same time, borrowers were reheved from the necessity of mixing with 
the ordinary applicants. The late Mr. Boss was succeeded in the chairmanship 
by Mr.. now Sir Samuel! Montagu. Bart... M.P. The amount granted as loans, and 
the number of applicants thus benefited, have gone on steadily increasing from 
year. vo vear, W hile the percentage of losses from bad debts has shown a steadily 
decreasing tendency. They only amount, together with expenses of manage- 
ment, to three-and-three-quarter per cent. of the total- outlay. From. the 
commencement of ISS) to the end ef 1X0, the loans were 2.024 in number, and 
amounted while the follow ing tive loans were granted. 
and they reached a total of £14.874. Comparing last year's operations with those 
of the Board's first year, the amount has increased tenfold—from £332 
to L100. from time to time the Loan Fund has been Increane d by benefactions 
from Sir Samuel Montagu, Bart., M.P.. Mr. Wolf Harris, Mr. Francis L. Cohen. 
the late Baron Hirsch, and the family of the late Mr. and Mrs. Moses Joseph. 
The present able Chairman of the department, Mr.S. Simons, succeeded to oftice 
in }885. During his chairmanship the work has been considerably developed. 
The maximum amount of single loans has been raised to £25. and the form 
of repayment has been altered. The Kleazer Loan lund Is mploved in erants 
to those who cannot find security. The bad debits in this special loan depart- 
ment amount to about 15 per cent.—not by any means a large proportion, 
considering the class of borrowers that this particular fund is intended to benefit. 
Mr. Ansell stated that Russisins and Poles form about OU per cent, of the 
borrowers, and it was only due to them to point out that they were fairly 
punctual in their payments, even when the advances were not covered by 
security. ‘The paper concluded with an appeal to the Visiting Committee to 
visit with vreat care the cases sent up to it by the Loan Committee, to assist 
such cases with practical advice, and to report fully to the Loan Committee their 
reasons for recommending loan cases or the contrary.

Lord Mayor Faudel-Phiilips was formally inducted into office on Monday, 
with all the accustomed ceremonial. The weather, which was unusually fine for 
November. attracted more than the ordinary crowds of sightseers, who had been 
yromised “Show of exceptional merit. These expectations were amply 
Fulfilled. There was a national and patriotic flavour about the pageant which 
largely appealed to the sympathies of the public, who heartily cheered the many 
novel features. The novelty that mostly interested Jewish spectators was the 
presence of the band of the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum ; but the Gentile 
onlooker was equally lavish in his commendation of the bright and cheerful 
appearance of the boys, their smart and neat uniform, and their capital playing. 
‘I he press wis equally cordial in its CAPTessions, The for Instance, Says 
that “ not the least interesting of the bands was that of the Jews’ Hospital and 
Orphan Asylum,’ and the Deily Tvleqraph speaks of the very youthful musicians 
as neatly attired, well-cared for lads, who were not forgotten by a public generous 
of applause.” All along the route, the band met with an enthusiastic reception, 
which culminated in a perfect ovation in the Strand. Along this thoroughfare 
they played the “West Norwood March” (arranged on ancient Hebrew 
melodies). itl compliment to the COTN poser, Mr. Angelo A. Asher. who. with some 
of the Directors and Management of the Tivoli Theatre. witnessed the procession 
from the balcony of the theatre. By permission of Mr. Vernon Dowsett, the 
Manager, Mr. Birt Acres succeeded in taking a fine view of the band as it 
marched past. Patrons of the Variety Theatres will thus have an opportunity 
of witnessing an animated picture of the band, in full marching order. When 
the procession approached the Thames Embankment, the boys, in accordance 
with previous arrangement, dropped out of the “Show,” and went to the Royal 
Aquarium, where a substantial tea was provided. In the evening, the band, with 
some members of the staff of the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum, witnessed 
a performance of “ Charley's Aunt.” at the invitation of Mr. W. 8S.

by you with unfailing judgment. Your constituents in this ward recall to their memories 
that your revered father occupied with conspictous success the civic chair in which you 
have now been placed. Wearing his chain of office, you will assuredly emulate his example, 
with the certain result that the great opportonities of your distinguished position will be 
utilised for the welfare of all, both within and without the City. With the blessing of 
health vouchsafed to your Lordship, to the Lady Mayoress, and to your family, your 
neighbours and friends confidently fo ecast a brilliant Mayoralty worthy in every respect 
to be linked with that of your honoured sire. 


The Lorp Mayor in his reply, said : The touching allusion to my lamented 
father is as graceful as it is merited: and in devoting my best energies to the 
welfare of this ward, and to the general interests of the City, I am but fulfilling 
a duty that was a labour of love to him, as it will ever be to me. 

At the Law Courts, the Recorper introduced the Lord Mayor in terms 
nearly identical with those he employed in introducing his Lordship to the Lord 
Chancellor a few weeks previously. 

Mr. Justice Hawkins, who took the place of the absent Lord Chief Justice. 
addressed the Lord Mayor as follows :—I have listened, my Lord Mayor, with 
great interest, to all that has been said by your learned Recorder in narrating 
to us your history from your youth upwards, and it needed not his eloquent 
language to remind me of your excellent father. The late Sir Benjamin Phillips 
has left to you a brilliant example for your guidance. His name ts a cherished 
memory in the hearts of all the citizens of London. I had the great privilege 
and advantage of knowing him personally, and I can testify to his worth, his 
humanity, his life of charity, and his devotion of himself to all charitable and 
good works, his profound sense of justice, and his administration of justice, which 
was always tempered with mercy. It is to fill the civie chair which your good 
father occupied with such credit to himself, that now, after thirty years, you are 
called. With his brilliant example before you, I cannot do better than say, “Go 
thou and do likewise.” ' 7

banquet in the evening, was a brilliant function. The Lady Mayoress, who wore 
a handsome white satin dress, having a long train of rose-coloured silk, was 
attended by six maids of honour, also dressed in white. two of whom were Miss 
Faudel-Phillips and Miss Stella Faudel-Phillips.

H.R.H. the Duke of Cambridge, K.G., has graciously consented, on the 
invitation of the Lord Mayor, to open the new extension of the Jews’ Hospital and 
Orphan Asylum, West Norwood, early inthespring. The Lord Mayor (President of 
the Institution) and the Sheriffs willattend inState, It may be interesting to remind 
our readers that H.R.H. the late Duke of Cambridge (father of the present Duke) 
took more than a passing interest in the old Jews Hospital in Mile End, and 
presided at many of the Festivals which in those days were of annual recur- 
rence. He took the chair at the dinners in 1843, 1844, 1845 and 1847. 

We understand that the Lord Mayor has expressed an intention of 
celebrating the opening of the new buildings by a banquet at the Mansion 
House, to which he. will invite a number of the friends and supporters of the 


Institution. 


“THE SOURCES OF ANTI-SEMITISM.” 

A meeting of the Cambridge University Tent of the Chovevi Zion was held 
on November Ist, Mr. L. D. Barnett (Commander), in the chair. The Commander 
read a paper on “The Sources of anti-Semitsam,” in which he said that anti- 
Semitism sprang from five causes. There was first, the religious difference ; the 
feeling of Orthodox Christians must always be strongly against us from our 
relation to the New Testament ; secondly, the ethical difference: our ethical 
centre of gravity is in this world, whatever our degree of orthodoxy, that of 
Europe is not in this world ; thirdly, the social difference caused by a chain of 
traditions forming together the characteristic “ Jiidisches Wesen.” He pointed 
out, fourthly, that economic difficulties were very complex from our being in one 
country the victims of capital, in another capital itself ; and, fifthly, the want of 
harmony with the national self-consciousness of the races among whom we live. 
It was impossible to remove all five extrinsic causes together. The second and 
third could only be obliterated by demal of our ethical function as a distinct 
race type, and still the others would remain. To these extrinsic causes we must 
add our own faults. With the increasing spread of Romanism, further danger 
was to be feared ; and theoretic tolerance was no security against virulent pre- 
judice : no course was visible that would steer clear of all dangers, but internal 
tolerance and co-operation were imperative. 


Tue Lord Mayor, Lord Rothschild and the Chief Rabbi are among the 
signatories to a letter published in the 7imes of yesterday proposing that a 
* Queen's Commemoration Fund” should be raised during the ensuing year to 
extend the work of “ Queen Victoria’s Jubilee Institute for Nurses.” 


Ar the nomination of Sheriffs yesterday (Thursday), Mr. Samuel Henry 
Faudel-Phillips, of Grosvenor Street, was placed second in the list of three for 
the County ot London, the first name being that of the gentleman appointed. 


The Blind Society,—As we announced in our issue of October 30th, the 
Committee of the Institution for the Relief of the Indigent Blind of the Jewish 
persuasion decided to signalise the Mayoralty of its President by recommend- 
ing the Governors and Subscribers of the Charity to increase the pension from 
Xs. to 10s. per week. At a Special General Court, held on the 5th inst., it was 
unanimously resolved on the motion of the Chairman (Mr. J. I. Solomon) 
seconded by Mr. J. N. Joseph to sanction the ifftrease. 


Jews’ Free School.—At a meeting of the Committee. held on Tuesday 
at New Court, it was resolved that a letter of congratulation, which 
Lord Rothschild undertook to sign, should be sent to the Lord Mayor, who is a 
member of the Committee.—The following teachers have passed the July 
examination of the Education Department for certiticates in the Science and 
Art of Teaching. First year papers: Mr. Charles Fox, Misses Phcebe Bernstein 
and Bertha Falk in the first division; Misses Rachel Malcer, Isabel Rogers, and 
Miriam Sacher. in the second division. All the above passed with credit in 
arithmetic. Second year papers: Messrs. Solomon Isaacs and Judah Napper, in 
the first division; Messrs. Alexander Bensky, Marks Goldstein, Reuben 
(roldstein, Hyman Salomons, Misses Elsie Gordon and Lizzie Hart, in the 
second division, There were no failures.

A Converted Jew. 

A Russian Jewess has recently arrived in London whose husband in Russia 
embraced the Orthodox Greek faith to prevent expulsion and took advantage of 
the “ privilege” the form carries with it to divorce his wife. Not the least 
curious part of the story is that the man still attends service at the Synagogue, 
and that he also is in London. 


A Fresh Batch of ‘‘ Villages.’’ 

It is rumoured that there is under considerationa proposal which may injurious- 
ly affect many Jewish families. All townlets are to be newly classified as Uyezd 
towns and villages respectively. Settlements which have a fairly large popula- 
tion, and are of commercial importance, will be now described as Uyezd towns, 
and the others will be denominated villages, This will give the authorities 
another excuse for expelling Jews from the newly-created “ villages.” 

Prayers Forbidden in a Jewish Hospital. 

The question whether temporary synagogues may be attached to Jewish 
hospitals for the benefit of the patients, has just arisen in Rostov-on-the-Don, 
The town possesses a hospitaljand infirmary for Jews, supported by the local 
Jewish community ; ard the patients, being unable to attend a synagogue out- 
side, attend services held within the institution. But the local police have now 
prohibited Jews in the hospital and infirmary from holding services. They base 
their prohibition on the rule that Jews are allowed to hold services only in duly 
licensed synagogues. 

Jewish Agricultural Labourers. 

Information has been received from the townlet Staraya Sinyava, Province 

of Podolsk, that Jewish labourers of both sexes are employed on farm work on 


the estates of Count Stadnizky, not far from the place. Their wages are 4) 


kopecks per day, and they are quite contented with this, their only care being 
that the work will soon terminate. The manager is very well satisfied with them, 
and says that they thoroughly understand their work, and do it willingly. In 
fact, many Jewish girls work better than Russian peasant women. The Jews 
were first asked to come by the former manager, Mr. b. Gerber, who tdught them 
farm work. The girls are engaged the whole winter. 

Arrests at Kiev. 

The Kiev police are giving themselves considerable trouble to disturb the 
local Jews. The police official of the Podolsk District paid a surprise visit to 
all the houses within it on September 13th (25th) last, and arrested 63 Jews on 
the ground that they had no right of residence in Kiev. Such Jew-baiting is 
frequently occurring in Kiev, and 1s always accompanied by numerous arrests 
of Jews whose residence in the town had hitherto been tacitly allowed. 


An Effect of the Government Wine Monopoly. 

The situation in which the vine-growers of the small town of Yarugo 
(Province of Podolsk) #e placed is extremely critical. On the one hand, this 
year s crop was very bad; on the other, great difficulty is experienced in selling the 
small quantity of wine at a reasonable figure, owing to the prohibition to Jews 
to engage in the wine trade. 


Plashet Cemetery.—The first interment at the new Jewish cemetery at 
Plashet took place on Sunday last. when Mr. Lewis Schreiber. of Bedford Street, 
Commercial Road: was buried: In accordance with time-honoured custom the 
first grave was partly dug by the Cohanim. ‘The Chief Rabbi and Dayan Susman 
Cohen were among the Cohanim who attended on the oecasion.

Phe funeral of the late Countess took place on Monday. 
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use of the common r but not very felicitous designations—might take her as an 
ae example. For there was no mistaking the flag under which she lived 
and strove. A devout daughter of Israel. she clung to the faith of her fathers 
with every fibre of her heart. Her charities were generous and always 
unostentatious. Her interest in all efforts to raise the educational and moral 
standard of her people was inexhaustible. Of the many. institutions with which 
she was connected to their great and enduring advant: ive. let me but refer to 
one. She was one of a small band of women who. combinin: y wisdom with zeal, 
developed the utility and established the renown -of the Jews’ Infant 
School, at a time when School Boards were unknown and = when 
the word Kindergarten was scarce ‘ly heard outside Germany. She believed in the 
immeasurable effect upon the after life of a generation, of the earliest seeds 
sown inthe opening intellects and hearts of the young. I earnestly submit 
it to all who would wish to do reverence to her memory that no better means of 
giving effect to such a desire could be adopted at the present moment, when the 
Jews’ Infant School is appealing for funds to carry o1 its work, than generously 
to support, or specially to endow. in her honour, an institution so precious to her 
throughout the greater part of her active life. Countess d’Avigdor had her 
experience of the trials of life; but affliction is a school from which the noble- 
hearted ever energe with greater nobleness. All whose priv ilege it was to come 
in contact with her can testify to this. From her strong individuality there was 
a constant radiation of good and noble intlue neces into the lives of others. Ina 
spirit not of vain glory, but of deep religious gratitude. she mi ht have recalled 
how she had been one of the instruments in dr: awing again into the fold one who, 
through the force of circumstances, might have been lost to us. and who has since 
become a source of strength and honour to hiscommunity. Such results flow 
naturally from suc h characters. “ He.” says an old writer, “ whose life lightens, 
his words thunder.” This is the kind of missionary of whom Israel stands in 
need. Verily, on the day of the great Se rutiny, she will be found “ written in 


the book of remembrance before the Lord among them that fear the Lord and 
think on His Name.”

A short notice has already appeared in the Jewish Chronicle of October 30th 
of the de of ib bine r Dr. Jambe ‘rever, vet the merits of the de and 
all be did for Judaism, beyond the limits of Konigsberg 
consideration, 

During his ministrations, extending over thirty-one years, in Konigsberg, 
Dr. Bamberger won all hearts ; hé was an excellent preacher and a true friend of 
the poor. Heé was great in organisation, and his talents in that direction were 
ever at the disposal of his community and his coreligionists at large. When 
hundreds, nay thousands of our Russian brethren. were driven by the dire hand of 
persecution from their homes. Rabbiner Dr. Bamberger came at onée to their 
rescue. He originated the Frontier Committees, and conducted the entire 
undertaking, erected shelters for the exiles, and was appointed President of the 
Committee. The Alliance [sra¢lite, in recognition of his extraordinary merits 
and as a small token of their appreciation, founded in honour of his twenty fifth 
Rabbinical Jubilee a“ Bambe rger Stiftung” (Foundation), 

Rabbiner Dr. Bamberger helped to constitute the “ Union of Rabbiners ” in 
(;ermany, and, asits Vice-President, was held in high esteem. He greatly aided 
the Society for Jewish History acd Literature, and founded, two vears ago, a 
communal Library and Reading Room. He was ever ready to assist the poor, to 
promote Ju lnism, and to serve his community, 

The handsome synagogue in Koenigsberg. consecrated a short time ago in 
the presence of the Governor of the Province and other high officials, is his work, 
and erected thanks to his exertions. It was vouchsafed to him to be present at 
the laying of the foundation stone, but the well-loved Rabbiner was, unfortu- 
nately, prevented by illness from being present at the consecration. 

His friend, Rabbiner Dr. Weiner of Munich, performed the ceremony and 
delivered the oration for him. Isaac Bamberger was born November Dth, 1834. 
in Angerod (Hesse). After completing his theological studies at the Seminary 
in Breslau he was appointed in 1865 Rabbiner of Kénigsberg, where he remained 
until the ever active mind and heart were hushed by death. The best testimony 
to the lave and veneration in which he was held by his congregants was shown 
at his funeral. The bier was placed in the New Synagogue. whe ‘re the Chief Burgo- 
master, the Burgomaster. several University Professors. Rabbiners Dr. Rosenthal 
(Breslau), Dr. Riilf( Memel), Dr. Ehrlich Dr.We 
numerous friends assembled to pay their last tribute of respectandtffection to the 
deceased. The President of the Community in Koénigsberg, Ppéf. Samuel, spoke in 
vlowing words of the merits of the deceased and of all his workfor the congregation, 
which had an everlasting, living monument in the structure he had caused to be 
erected to the glory of God. Rabbiner Dr. Rosenthal (Breslau) in touching 
tones depicted all the good the late Rabbiner had done, and especially 
omapmeneee d his works of charity. The coffin was borne to the cemetery followed 
by thousands. Before the mortal remains were contided to the earth, “ abbiner 
Dr. Riilf (Memel) and Rabbiner Dr. Pick again gave expression to the loss that 
had befallen Judaism; this finds an echo in every heart. May the earth rect

Last Monday's quaint and 
gorgeous ceremonial was vitalised by an unusual chorus of 
congratulation and by striking testimonies of the quite 
exceptional personal popularity of Mr. Faudel-Phillips. The Lord Mayor 
himself bore his honours well and we have little doubt that he will 
maintain at its highest the tradition of dignity and eloquence created by 
former Jewish incumbents of his great office, especially his father, Sir 
Benjamin Phillips, and Sir David Salomons. The quality of this tradition is 
attested by a somewhat exaggerated utterance of the Times on the occa- 
sion of Sir David's election, of which the Westminster Gacette reminds 
us. ‘At last,” exclaimed our contemporary, ‘we have for the 
firet time # Lord Mayor who can speak the Queen's English with propriety.” 


Though exaggerated, the testimony is interesting as indicating that the first 
Jewish Lord Mayor brought to his office qualities which fully vindicated the 
claim of the Jews to equal rights and privileges with their fellow-citizens in 
this great city. As a matter of fact, Sir David was far above the 
average Municipal functionary, and his polished manners as well as his 
finished oratory became the burden of many a _ Ilegend. For 
example, Bentley's Miscellany tor July, 1856, relates a story apropos of Sir 
David Salomons’ Mayoralty, the dramatis persone of which are said to have 
been the late Prince Consort and a well-known Bishop. © Thank goodness, 
your Royal Highness,” said the Bishop, “ we've got a geutleman in the civie 
chair at last.” ** Yes, my Lord,” returned the Prince, * but you had to go 
beyond the pale of Christianity to find him.” This sort of aneedote, whether 
true or false, affords a suggestive insight both into the generous spirit which 
the Jews experienced in the early days of their emancipation, as well as 
into the creditable efforts they made to deserve personally the honours showered 
upon them in the name of Religious Liberty. 


} . It is not, however, of Sir David Salomons that the English 
Sir Benjamin jow feels most inclined to think when the the subject of 
Phillips. Jewish Lord Mayors is considered in connection with the 
present tenant of that high office. Indeed, there was 

scarcely a speaker last Monday who had not something to say of the wisdom, 
geniality, and Ingh character of Mr. Faudel-Phillips’s lamented father, Sir 
Benjamin Phillips, who oceupied the eivic chair thirty-one vears ago. Apart 
from the facet, however, of Sir) Benjamin's relationship to the present 
Lord Mayor the Jewish citizen must always regard hin with peculiar affection. 
He realised more thoroughly the tradition of Dick Whittington than his 
Jewish predecessor. Sir David Salomons was a man born to wealth, and his 


_ ambition looked much further afield than the terrain of Municipal polities. 


Sir Benjamin Phillips, on the other hand, was a self-made man, the typical 
* industrious apprentice ” of the nursery books, who from a poor lad became 
a rich merchant, and from a Common Councillor worked his way meritoriously 
to the chair of the chief magistrate of London. Those of us who were sehool- 
boys in the early sixties—~especially if we were Gloucester House hovs—waill 
know something of the enthusiasm with which the name of Sir Benjamin 
Phillips was received by his youthful contemporaries. Sir 
mayoralty, too, was exceptionally brilliant, 
which declared that— 


Benjamin's 
Punch inmortalised it in verse 


~ Throughout, your Consulship or year, 
Of which the termination’s near, 
Has been- well—all a Lord Mayor's should be, 
And every dainty culled trom earth and sea 
Mas been your questa’ 
Until their vests 
Expanded and their buttons started free " 


The poem was not exclusively gastronomic. It went on to extol the Lord 
Mayor's speeches, and his action with regard to the Volunteer movement. In 
conclusion, it referred to the -public spirit he displayed in endeavouring to 
mitigate the horrors of the Indian famine and the cholera :— 
* You, generous hearted Jew, 
Stood nobly out to do 

Your part in work that made the slayers pause ; 

Bo, Phillips, take with /’vncA’s parting bow 

Praise rarely given by thuse who give it now.” 


The There was one very happy sentence in the first speech pro- 
Roiletous nounced by the Lord Mayor at last Monday's banquet. In 
Liberty. proposing the health of the Queen, Alderman Faudel Phillips 


said: ** Art and Science have flourished under her sway, and 
the keynote of religious liberty has struck a chord that has vibrated through the 
civilised world.” At first sight the sentence seems commonplace enough, but 
it has a special significance in the mouth of a Jewish Lord Mayor, to whom 
the struggle for emancipation is something more than an historic memory, and 
especially as it was spoken at a moment when the uppermost thought in every 
Englishman's mind is one of indignation at the persecution of the Armenian 
subjects of the Sultan. In view, too, of the celebration of the sixtieth 
year of the Queen's reign which is to take place next year, the 
Lord Mayor's reference to the progress made by Religious Liberty during 
that period has a meaning which it is to be hoped the Jewish community 
will know how to interpret. The chief stages in the emancipation of the 
Jews of this country belong entirely to the Victorian epoch, and they owe 
much to the personal influence of the Queen and the liberal sympathies of her 
broad-minded consort. It is little known that Her Majesty's predecessor, 
and, indeed, most of her uncles, whilewilling to make certain concessions to the 
Jews in regard to municipal privileges, were strongly averse to their admission 
to the higher ranks of society, and especially to their admission to Parliament. 
When Sir David Salomons. was elected Sheriff of London doubts were 
freely expressed as to whether King William IV. would receive him at Court. 
These doubts proved unfounded, but it is nevertheless a fact that the King was 
strenuously opposed to the complete removal of Jewish disabilities. 
Greville tells us that in August, 1836, when Dr. Allen appeared at Court. to 
do homage for the See of Ely, the King was pleased to remark to the Bishop, 
“My Lord, I do not mean to interfere in any way with your vote in Parlia- 
ment, except on one subject, the Jews, and [ trust [ may depend on your 
always voting against them.” On an earlier date, when it was proposed to 
knight Sir Moses Montefiore for his services in the establishment of the 
Provincial Bank of Ireland, the suggestion was frowned upon and ignored at 
Court. All this was changed when Queen Victoria came to the throne, and 
Mr. Cordy Jeaffreson, in his life of the Queen, draws special attention -to the 
Knighthood which Sir Moses Montefiore received at Her Majesty's hands in 
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the first part of her reign, as indicating that a new chapter in the history al

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JEWISH RELIGIOUS EDUCATION BOARD. 


A meeting of the Jewish Religious Education Board was held on Wednesday 
at the Central Synagogue Chambers, Charlotte Street, Portland Place. There 
were present: Mr. Henry Lucas, President, in the chair; the Revs. the Chief 
Rabbi, D. Fay, J. A. Gouldstein and R. Harris, Dr. Michael, Messrs. L. B. 
Abrahams, E. N. Adler, A. E. Franklin, Ellis A. Franklin, Morris Harris, Lionel 
Jacob, Abraham Levy, Asher |. Myers, Oswald J. Simon, M. A. Spielmann, 
J. Trenner. 

The Code Sub-Committee having recommended the advisability of giving 
three hours instruction, instead of two, to children above the second standard, 
on Sunday mornings, the matter was considered by the Board The Chair- 
man said there could be no doubt as to the advisability of such a course being 
taken, but, as it would mean an additional expenditure of £30 a year, there 
could also be no doubt that the Board was not justified in adopting it. It was 
resolved, on the motion of the Cuter Rant, seconded by Mr. M. A. SrreLMAny, 
to embody in the appeal for funds that would shortly be issued the following 
resolution : * That it is of the utmost importance that instruction of three lours 
instead of two should be imparted on Sunday mornings. and that the Board 
deeply regrets, that owing to lack of the necessary funds, this change cannot at 
present be introduced.” 

Mr. Lione..J acon, the Treasurer, gave a statement of the financial position 
of the Board. He said that during the present year £988 had been received in 
donations, £246 in subscriptions, anil £855 from the Synagogues. Of those 
amounts £1,518 had‘ been expended on the classes, £116 on sundries, £100 on the 
merit grant and £2%) had been repaid to the bank. There was a balance left of 
£02, and as the expenditure for the remaining months of the year, including 
the quarterly salaries that would have to be paid in December would 
amount to £54). he asked for authority to borrow £300 from the bankers. 

The Treasurer's request was azreed to. 

The Rev. D. Fry read the report of the conference between the Code Sub- 
Committee and the examiners on the desirability of substituting surprise-visits 
to the schools in leu of annual examinations. The report contained the 
following recommendations: (1), That a system of class examination be 
introduced in lieu of individual examination at present in vogue, and that this 
be combined with visits without notice. (2) That in the opmion of this meeting 
it is highly desirable that a paid inspector be appointed by the Board as soon as 
the funds permit, to supervise the Hebrew and religious instruction given at the 
_ classes. (3) That arrangements be made for holding periodical conferences of 
examiners. 

The first recSmmendation was adopted with an amendment. proposed by 
Mr. L. B. Apranams, seconded by Mr. OswaLp J. Stmoy, that the examination 
in Hebrew Reading shall be individual up to and including Standard [V. It 
was decided that the recommendation should take effect after the Sist July 
next. The second resoiution gave rise to some discussion. It was agreed that a 
paid Inspector was very desirable, but it was considered that the recommendation, 
even though it were adopted, would be impracticable owing to the crippled con- 
dition of the finances of the Board. On the motion of Mr. J. TRENNER, it was 
resolved that the further consideration of the recommendation with reference 


to the appointment of a ‘paid Inspector should be postponed until after the © 


result of the Board's appeal was known. The third recommendation was 
unanimously adopted, 

The request for permission to receive voluntary contributions from pupils at 
Gravel Lane (Girls) School by means of collecting boxes was further discussed, 
but it was considered inadvisable to introduce the system. 

The Hebrew and Religion Classes, in connection with the St. John’s Wood 
Synagogue, having resolved “that the attention of the Jewish Religious Educa- 
tion Board be called to the immediate necessity of preparing an Elementary 
Book for teaching very young children Bible Stories,” the matter was considered 
by the Executive Committee, who were of opinion that the Board could not 
undertake the publication of a text book. 

The CHAIRMAN stated that he had reason ta believe that a lady in the com- 
munity was preparing such a book. | 

The Rev. D. Fay read a letter from Mr. J. Trenner, the correspondent at 
the Chicksand Street Schools. resigning his office in consequence of overpressure 
of work. The Rev. D. Fay said that Mr. Trenner was such an energetic member 
of the Board, and so eminently fitted for the work which he had undertaken at 
Chicksand Street, that he hoped Mr. Trenner would reconsider his decision to 
resign.—After an appeal from the Cuateway, Mr. Trenner eventually withdrew 
his resignation. 

Various other minor matters enzaged the attention of the Board, Teachers 
were appointed for classes at Deal Street. Berner Street, Old Castle Street, 
Settles Street, and Gravel Lane. Mr. Theodore Meyer was appointed corres- 

wondent at Gravel Lane in place of Miss Julie Elkin, who had to resign the post 

Eaonase of her departure for India ; a Committee of Managers was appointed for 
Baker Street Classes; and the usual subvention of £10 was granted to the Poplar 
Classes,

THE CHIEF RABBI ON SANITATION. 


The Great Synagogue was extremely crowded on Sabbath last, when the 
Citter Rapel inaugurated the series of addresses delivered during the winter 
and spring. In cordially weleoming the throng of hearers he expressed the hope 
that they would come in equal numbers on each succeeding Sabbath, and that 
they would bring their sons and daughters, more especially on the alternate 
Saturdays, when discourses would be delivered in English, primarily intended 
for the young. 

The subject of the address was “ Health and its Laws.’ The preacher drew 
a vivid contrast between Jacob, of whom Scripture narrates that he, by his own 
effort, removed the stone from the well which ordinarily required the united 
strength of all the shepherds, with the puny, narrow-chested weaklings too often 
to be met with in the districts where Jews most do congregate. Poverty was 
one, but not the sole factor, of those attenuated frames. They were due to the 
fact that Jews, though no longer compelled to dwell in Ghettos, crowded in 
Gihettos of their own making, where, owing to the high rents, they could inhabit 
but insufficient and narrow rooms They. limited themselves to occupations 
which necessitated their being pent-up in close workshops. He emphasised the 
importance of their dispersing to the several districts of the metropolis. He 
recommended them to insist orf having sanitary workshops provided for them- 
selves, and begged them to use their spare hours in inhaling as much fresh air as 
they could, and to remember that physical exercise for themselves, 
gymnastics and drill for their children, were of supreme importance 
to neutralise the baneful effects of centuries of cramping influence. He adverted 
to the painful theme of infant mortality, which he traced to various causes, not 
to lack of affection for their offspring but to love evidenced in foolish and 
ignorant acts, such as giving them unsuitable food, and consulting simultaneously 
several doctors in the case of illness. He asked the mothers carefully to study 
the directions for the up-bringing of their children, which had been issued by the 
London Hospital, and rendered into Yiddish for their benefit. He showed how 
tender care for health was the golden thread that ran through the entire Divine 
Law, bidding as it did, “ Ye shall therefore keep my statutes and my judgments : 
which, if a man do, he shall live in them,” and concluded wifh the prayerful hope 
that the time would come when the Psalmist’s glowing vision would be realised 
that “our sons may be as plants grown up in their youth,” sturdy and stalwart, 
honest and pure ; that “ our daughters may be as corner stones, polished after 
the similitude of a palace, tall and graceful, by their virtue and charm transform- 
ing the lowliest dwelling into a temple and palace.

Master Lion has 
obtained the assistance of numerous artistes, including those two popular per- 
sonages, Miss May Edouin and Mr. Maurice Farkoa. 

‘The first concert given by Mr. C. Mawson-Marks and Mr. Sackville Evans 
was held at the West Hampstead Town Hall on Wednesday evening. Mesdames 
Emily Davies andA’lara Poole were heard to great advantage also Mr. Sackville 
Evans, but the feature of the evening was the singing by Mr. Dudley Buck of 
the new song by Mr. Mawson- Marks, * The Passing of the Soul.” In this, one of 
his latest successes, the brilliant young composer has produced a_ beautiful 
work. It was sung con amore and was received enthusiastically. Mr. Philip 
Cathie, as violinist, and Master Dezso Kordy, as ‘cellist helped a most succesfu 
function. 

Herr Ignaz Brill, the well-known composer, who, among other works, wrote 
the charming opera, “ The Golden Cross.” which was first produced in this 
country by the Carl Rosa Opera Company, celebrated the fiftieth anniversary of 
his birth on the 7th inst. He was the recipient of many congratulatory telegrams 
from renowned musicians and musical amateurs. Among the former, from 
Johannes Brahms, Johann Strauss, Richard Prager, Victor Leon, the violon- 
cellist, Professor D. Popper, from the Musical and Choral Association of Prass- 
fhitZin Moravia, also from Karl Goldmark. 

Mdlle. Johanna Heymann’s second pianoforte recital at St. James's Hall 
on Tuesday was.if possible, even more numerously attended than the tirst. This 
evidently shows that she has gained the ear of the public. Happily, the voung 
lady included this time Beethoven in her programme, which opened with the 
masters exquisite Sonata (Op 9), and its interpretation was masterful. In the 
second movement whieh so well lends itself to it, Mdlle. Heymann showed that 
she can make the piano sing under her beautiful touch. Marvellous as is her 
power, it is no less marvellous how she knows tocontrol it. Thus her gradation 
of sound becomes simply delightful. She is wanting neither in sweetness nor 
tenderness where these are requisite, her technique is most brilliant. yet every note 
is clearly distinguished in the most difficult passages. All these various talents 
were displayed in works by Schumann, Schubert. Bach, Rontgen, Chopin, of which 
she is a particularly happy interpreter, Grieg, Wagner-Liszt, Mendelssohn, and 
Lack. She reaped repeated peed enthusiastic applause, as well as recalls after 
each section of her concert, and was at the finish literally compelled to give an 
encore, Her next recital is fixed for next Friday afternoon-at St. James's Hall.

AP. Bevprr referred as follows to the death of the late Archbishop of

I cannot omit this morning to offer on behalf of the Jewish community, a tribute o 
sincere respect to the'memory of the illustrious Head of the Anglican Church who ha‘ 
this week been called with pathetic suddenness to his eternal home. To say that the late 
Archbishop of Canterbury was inevery sense a worthy successor of the distinguished I re- 
late who preceded him in the Primacy, is to pay the highest possible homage to his 
character and abilities. A man of truly Catholic and inexhaustible sympathies, permeated 
by the fullest sense of the dignity, nobility, and seriousness of his exalted position and 
devoted to the loftiest and most unselfish ideal of patriotic and religious duty, he won the 
whole-hearted confidence, esteem, and admiration of all who were brought into contact 
with his impressive personality, without distirction of class or creed. In him the Jewish 
people had a generous and steadfast friend always ready to recognise and to defend the 
ustice of their claims to freedom and toleration, and frequentiy testifying in publi» to 
those oft appreciate d characteristics of our race, which have preserved the purity of our 
homes, the unity of our families, and the preceptive influence of Israel. More than once 
have I had the privilege of listening to his eloquent sermons, which never failed to leave 
the impression that he sp ke not only with the voice, but with the soul, and never could I 
resist the solemn feeling that I was in the presence of one who bore upon his 
brow the divine seal of consecration to the service of holiness and righteousness and 
truth I feel I shall be giving utterance to the sentiments which pervade you all when I 
express the warmest sympathy of our congregation with our brethren of the Church of 
England on the loss ofthe inspiring guidance and example of a veritable minister of our 


Common Father. May our souls die the death of the godly, and may our latter end be

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THE JEW AS A CITIZEN. 


The Rev. Hermann Gorravxcz, M.A., preaching at the St. John's Wood 
Synagogue on Sabbath last, dwelt upon the theme of our duties as citizens. He 
said : The civic honour which, on Monday next, will be formally bestowed upon 
a member of our own people, though not altogether unique in the annals of 
Anglo-Jewish history, is yet sufficiently rare and important to justify something 
of asense of pride and congratulation on the part of the Jewish citizens of this 
great metropolis. It is doubly pleasing that the highest honour which the City 
of London can bestow should have fallen upon a member of the Jewish faith 
during the very year in which our gracious Sovereign has entered upon the 
sixtieth year of her reign—as if to emphasise the truth that in this Heaven- 
favoured land one’s creed need form no bar to progress and fame, provided we 
discharge the duties we owe our country and our Queen as ewe dt - and loyal 
citizens. May the love and devotion of the British people towards its Sovereign 
prove a sure guarantee for the peace and prosperity, for the greatness and glory, 
of this our country! With these introductory remarks. it may not be inop- 
portune to renew this day our allegiance to the Throne, by considering 
what Judaism has to teach with regard to our duties as citizens. 
Assuming the royal prerogative in existence, what was to be, according to 
Judaism, the attitude of the subject towards the Sovereign, of the people 
towards its King? It will be useful to remember that the Hebrew word for 
* King,” J?%, tells in itself a whole history as regards the idea of government 
generally, The term itself is a standing protest against despotism or absolute 
monarchy, its primitive meaning being that of “ consultation,” one form of the 
verb—the Niphal ~—still having the sense of “to consult.” The monarch, then, 
according to the Jewish idea, was not an authority unlimited by constitution or 
law, but one dependent for its existence upon some high power which had to be 
consulted. The higher power upon which the Jewish king was to feel himself 
dependent, that power which was to bring into bold relief the consultative 
character of his authority, was the will of God as contained in His Holy Law, 
which was ever to be regarded as the oracle to be scrupulously consulted and 
unflinchingly obeyed. Besides the obedience and loyalty of the people towards 
its Sovereign, there necessarily entered the idea of the obedience ant loyalty of 
both King and people to thegwill of Heaven as set forth in God's Holy Word. 
It is just this thought which is the keystone and foundation of Jewish loyalty 
and patriotism, expressed in the Talmud thus: “ The earthly kingdom repre- 
sents the Kingdom of Heaven.” It has been well remarked that this thought it 
was which stood in the closest connection with the establishment of the Jewish 
State : that while, amony other nations, the State was founded first and then a 
constitution promulgated for its guidance, the réverse took place in the case of 
the Hebrew people : first, the Israelites received the Law, and then founded 
their State—to be governed according to the well-defined prescriptions of that 
Law, which was to be regarded as the expression of the highest form of 
righteousness, It was felt that not pomp and splendour alone, not dignity and 
authority,-bat “righteousness” it was which “ exalteth a nation.” And so ever 
since, and at the present day, the country whose foundations rest upon the 
principles of justice and righteousness—the monarch who-rules his subjects 
pines to the law of righteousness and equity, need have nothing to fear for 
the stability and security of the throne and the kingdom. In this respect, 
indeed, the country in which we live deserves the attribute of “ Heaven- 
favoured "—for its constitution is its strength, and the limits which, by 
tradition, rule the Ruler of this realm are the best guarantee for the continuance 
of monarchical government, and against the possibility of its subversion. 

“ When Kings and Queens are true, Republics will be few.” 


This, too, is the sense in which Kings and Queens may be said to rule by Divine 
right, when they are true to the traditions and codes of what 1s recognised as 
right and divinely-inspired law, and prove their title to be regarded (in the 
language of our Sages) “as representatives of God upon earth.” The monarch 
who acts according to such principles is termed in the Scriptures “God's 
anointed,” and to this extent he rules under Divine guidance, and 1s entitled to 
the reverence and homage of his people. In commenting upon the words of the 
Pentateuch, “Thou shalt surely set a king over thee,” our Sages observe : 
“When thou settest a king over thee, remember to do him reverence.” There 
is perhaps no other people which carries out this duty of fealty to such a degree 
as the Jews, investing it as_ they do with religious significance, proclaiming at 
the sight of royalty a special blessing: “ Blessed art Thou, O Lord our God, 
King of the Universe, who hast given a share of Thy glory to flesh and blood.” 
In the Book of Proverbs we are given the wholesome advice: “ Fear thou the 
Lord and the king: and meddle not with them that are given to change” ; and 
to show that this advice applies not alone to our own native land but to whatso- 
ever country it may be our lot to inhabit, we have two important records of the 
exhortations of the Prophet Jeremiah addressed to his brethren : one, bidding 
them loyally, “Serve the King of Babylon and live,” and the other in famous 
words telling them in the name of God “Seek the peace of.the city whither I 
have caused you to be carried away captives and pray unto the Lord for it; for 
in the peace thereof shall ye have peace.” . No wonder then, that with such 
preparatory lessons, the Sages of the Talmud could give expression to such 
teachings as those which reminded the people that “a country’s law is 
Heaven's law.” or bade them “ pray for the welfare of the Sovereignty, for were 
it not for the fear thereof, men would swallow each other alive.” Strict obedience 
and unswerving loyalty were accordingly enjoined upon the Jew as a citizen. 
His Law forbade him “revile the judges or curse the ruler of his people” : 
Ecclesiastes exhorted him, “Curse not the king, no, not even in thy thought” 

and his Talmud surrounded the injunction with a poetic halo, teaching him that, 
of the three oaths which the Almighty made lerael swear to observe throughout 
all times, one was to the effect “that they would never be a party to rebellion 
while residing among the nations.’ On the contrary, the Jew was commanded 
to identify himself with the interests of the country in which he lived; he had 
to share in its burdens ; he was religiously prohibited from evading its taxes ; he 
was expected to fight shoulder to shoulder with his fellow-citizens in defence of 
his country ; he was distinctly requested to join in demonstrations of respect 
and loyalty to the higher authorities of the State—not necessarily as a separate 
section of the people, but rather as part of the citizens of the land. Every 
country of the world must acknowledge, in justice to the Jew, how he has 
fulfilled his mission both in peace and in war, how zealously her Jewish sons 
have laboured for the advancement and welfare of the country of their birth or 
their adoption, how readily—when the occasion demanded it—they have even 
spilt their blood for the honour and glory of their fatherland. But, dear 
brethren, in discharging our duties, and in giving practical evidence of our 
devotion and loyalty to the State, let us be cautious. How dearly would our 
allegiance to the authorities that rule be purchased, if it were offered and exer- 
cised at the sacrifice of our allegiance to Heaven, at the sacrifice of our allegiance 
to our Sacred Religion. Our ancient teachers understood human nature quite as 
well as, perhaps better than, we do ourselves, when they cautioned us “ Put not 
forth thyself in the presence of the king, and stand not in the place of great 
men”: “Seek no dominion from God, nor honour and glory from kings ": “ Seek 
no intimacy with the ruling power.’ For among the dangers which threaten, 
there is the fear that the human heart will give way to the promptings of the 
world, and be drawn aside from the pursuit of simplicity and truth by the 
blandishments and allurements of the dazzling splendour of high stations. It was 
true, men like Daniel at the Court of Babylon, and Mordechai at the Persian 
Court, stood firm in their faith and remained the pride and honour of the Jewish 


people : but in the case of these, their strength of character was. proof against 

all temptations. Meaner men and women require a much greater effort, and 

they should therefore be fortified by a thorough knowledge and experience of 

the principles and practices of their Religion, so that they might understand that 

—when opportunities present themselves—loyalty and service to the earthly 

power — not necessarily interfere with our devction and allegiance to the 
eavenly.
